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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
cited patents to Fujii, Sokolov, Baba, Kiesel, Jr., and Baiuley all disclose doors 
having hinge construction. However, these hinge constructions are not located 
on the ceiling and on bottom of the openings. None of the cited references alone 
or in combination teach the claimed "the hinge construction includes: an upper 
support member arranged at an upper position in the one side of the second 
opening, wherein the upper support member defines a ceiling of the second 
opening; a lower support member arranged at a lower position in the one side of 
the second opening, wherein the lower support member defines a bottom of 
the second opening; a shaft member with an upper end and a lower end 
rotatably retained in the frame; and wherein the upper end of the shaft member 
is rotatably supported in the upper support member and the lower end of the 
shaft member is rotatably supported in the lower support member". The 
Examiner agrees with the Applicant's argument that the hinge and shaft 
construction of Sokolov in view of Fujii produces frictional resistance, while the 
claimed hinge and shaft construction produces less frictional resistance.
